ATHLETIC EÏENTS 

Medals Designed by McGill 
Men Approved 

That the design for the new Inter- 
collegiate medals has been approved by 
the Intercollegiate Athletic I'lilon was 
the slaloment made last ninhl by 
-Major l'"orbes. secretary of the Athletic 
Hoard. 

It is worthy of note that the idea. of 
ihesc medals was first originated by 
certain members of tho Athletic Boaid, 
land when the casting of new medals 
w.-ia agreed upon, the .li.<i^ns of Gor- 
don Hughes, who w..il;oil in the office 
of Prof. P. i:. ,\-..blis, wore those fin- 
ally approved by the Union. 

"There will be two varieties," ox- 
plained îtîaior Forbes, "one for records 
and the other for other Intercollegiate 
awards." The record medal is a gold 
one in the form of an ellipse with a re- 
lief consisUng of an athlete st.-indln& 
on books of learning and a. laurel, 
reaching ever-higher for the maple 
leaves, which are still clinging on the 
branches, emblematic of his struggle 
for new records, while floating down 
on each side of him are maple leaves, 
symbolic of records alreadj* broken. 

"The other medal is in the form of 
a plaque, on one side of which are 
the most famous buildings of each

Professoi- W. T. Waugh, Head of the 
Department of Hlstorj-, will be tho 
speaker al an open meeting next Mon- 
day evening In Strathcona Hall, which 
will be held under the auspices ôtTlïë' 
Fellowship of Canadian Youth for 
Peace. Tlie meeting will start at .S 
o'clock, an<i Professor Waugh will 
take tor his subject "International 
PolitlcH precoding the World War." 

The Canadian fellowship, which has 
been formed quite recently, is affllial- 
ed with the international iiiovenient 
under Hit! stimo name. The movement 
was represented at .McC.ill .some time 
ago by Thomas Que Harrison, who 
visited :Alontrcal in tho Interests of 
peace and brotherhood, McOlll men and 
women have been cordially Invited to 
allond Ihe inceling on Monday. 

Tho following is an extract, show- 
ing tho l!a.Hls, the Piirpo.se, luid some 
of Ihe general methods of the fellow-

BASIS: The Followsliip of Canadian

be the last. While we have no quarrel with either of these 
groupSj we feel that they and others often have a lack of appre- 
ciation of the things of the past. 

No one can fail to realize the value that there is in the seri- 
ous contemplai ion of his own experience of life; not only will the 
lessons learnt in the past serve to assist in correcting mistakes 
in the present and in the years 1o come, but the experience of 
one may .serve to light the paths of others. Occasions which are 
remembered with joy may often serve to maintain an optimistic 
view of life \\;hcii onlwanl ciroumstancos arc very forbidding; 
while the recollection of difficulties which have been surmounted 
will give strength when it is most needed. It must be noted here 

^ that there is of course such a thing as dwelling too much on the 
past; it is obvious that that can lead to no good. 

The important part which the experience of other men in 
the past plays in our lives is greater than we realize.' For all of 
our so-called "book learning" is the result of their thinking and 
reicording. Each .scjence that, in our own time, is iit a fair state 
of development, is "so because of the efforts of our predecessors, 
and the debt that we owe them is a great one. Perhajis we can 
best repay it by passing on 'to those who will follow something 
ihat is worth while. 

-|< At this time of the year there is much to be gained by look- 

xng back over the session and seeing wherein we have been suc- 
cessful, and in what departments we have failed. For if our ex- 
/ perience at college has tauglii us nothing else, it .should have 

taught us how to appreciate our own efforts, and how to correct 

oûr own mistakes.

To the Members of the Students' So-

In making this statemciu to Uic 
dents tif Mcûill wo wlft'.j lhci\i'^ to lin- 
der.stand tliat we ■ hn.ve given this 
whole aiibjecj. a thorough coijalJoin*- 
lion, .and have arrive«l nt our conclu- 
sions with absolute Ini partiality. We 
would remind I'he students thtit the 
.MhloLic IViard upon which we .«il as 
Ih'ir représentatives exists for the 
conibtncd Interests of the unilorgrndti- 
alcs, gradnatCR and the Univcrslly it- 
self. 

Duc-to the prevailing system of In- 
trrcoUeglate compétition in Canada. 
Mr.GiU. 3s a ranking university, bus 
had to live np to an nthlctir. roprc- 
.sent.ition In keeping with the high 
standard of the University. In order 
to do this it Oias b€-en found necessary 
to obtain a contribution of $10.00 from 
each studenP and, while the present 
sjptcm of coaching .and orgnnizcd 
sport tnay be open to objection, anil, 
while some changes might -wisely lie 
made in tjhis system, we do not think 
that these changes cotild be brought 
about by any example McOill alone 
mlslii .show in reducing h'r iictivltli;^ 
by a. rediictiriii in the atlilctio oxprndi- 
tiire. It would be » premature sacri- 
fice for the .sak" of an ldea.l at pre- 
sent. In ciur opinion. foreicnMo Mc- 
Gill u-adiUons, If tho. student' 'Siody :it 
large should consldci^ such a change 
advisable the movement could be 
started at Mr.Ciill without iiuerl'ering 
^^^th our present t'inanci.'il system, its 
aim might I)e a general agreement of 
sc>-cra.l unlversliics on .i. new policy. 
Il seems to tis that of l.^te a tremen- 
dous aniount of tritlcism based on 
mislnformntion has appcar'd in tli" 
Daily repiesentlnc inerpy whicli 
might ihavf. been spent on more con- 
structive lines. • ' • 

The following Is a presentation of 
the entire sttua.tioii iis it appea-rs to 
us. Up to two year." ago there was a 
$5.00 fen for slhlciics, the students 
paying separately for each game they 
attended. In 192-(. ho^'cver. the Hti»- 
dent» thCQisdvcs _voItinta.rily decided 
to increase the fee to $10.00 In order 
to carry out their programme more 
efficiently, "spocially in intramural 
sport. .\s a consequence of this t-ttra 
contribution a.n agreement wis made 
that each student should «e^iv* a 
book of tickets, entitling him to free 
admission to all home games. 

The Increased fee makes possible 
many features in athletics that other- 
wise would tjot exist. Free equipment 



is provided for all major sports, ii 
portion In all oUicrs, with the natural 
exceptions of golf ahd rowliii^; tiuu 
lockers: trf c ttwhnintng three times 
a week; and free partlclpatloii In "all 
actlvlllts. with the i:xco)itloii of skiil- 
Ing and lennls, (and II la espicied 
that Ihesc will be ti'ee next year). In 
addition. It pays a porllbn uf the 
Uand-Dook coat; makes possible more 
Inluritatlohni l'l.\t«reH. nmkes possiblo 
tnlrtimiiiiit teamsi trips, unit the free 
awarding of medals, biidRis aJld 
managers' rings. In genirnl li may liiî 
sala tlial the $10.00 fee provides ai 
McOIII nil forma of sport, many ol 
which could not 'hope to e.xiBi under 
<llflf«rent condltlona. 

One niuar remember that awlinming, 
for Instance, h.ns Just as niiuli ilglil 
to exist as football. Soino sludmls 
SP11», to rof.'i tliiH spoils unable to 
.«uiipoil themselves should iiol oxiat. 
Under su6h a plan we would have 
but one intercollegiate sport: of any 
Importance. 

Are we to ab.indon tin- pracllco nt 
encouiaginB all sports at oiH" rollege? 
In our opinion all sports as well us 
all faculties are necessary \n the com- 
position of a. liberal tmlvorslty. S?omu 
students feel that they did not come 
to college for sports .•inywiiy but sim- 
ply to study. Should not I'licfo also 
consider the advlnabilHy. even the 
necessity, of partaJ;lng In any iiiid' i - 
taking. wheUicr itlhlctlc or iicndemlc. 
whicli will (help McGiU to nuilntniii 
Us piace among ihn outstanding uni- 
versities Iff ' this contnientv JlcOlll's 
firs: aim Is to tiiin out worthy citi- 
zens, men ra.pa.ble physically, murall.v 
and menially and at.hlotln endeavour 
is. in our opinion, a. very linporlani 
factor In such training. W'e do not for 
.1 moment fhliik that the University 
would contribute (as the ahtlptlc 
statements .shows) more llian ÎS.OOO.OO 
each year over and above the rvvenue 
from all other sources. In athletics

to I lu ce pounds sterling. In some 
pl.'ices t penniy a da.v was all lliai was 
leriiiiicd to live moderately well. 

People in scarcii of health furnished 
a third reason for tnivel — groat num- 
bers of peojile making .inniial vlslt.s 
to the numerous heiiiing "Uatlis" 
situated throujjhotH Europe, In these 
baths both men and women hallied- 
a fact wh ch was strongly decried by 
many. 

A fourth reason was furnlsiicd by 
those who were in i coil In travel such 
as diplumals and ambassadors and 
merchants, whilo phiy actors also 
figured. 

"Hut travelling In thosa dnivs wa.s 
an arduous iilea.siirc," st.'iliil Prnf. 
Acla.lr, "for inconveniences and hard 
lihips were many." Kirst nno had to 
liave a passport. TravclHng by wali- 
was extremely lind — the boats we'..- 
badly biii-ll. and iiiLseawortliy; llu^v 
were very iinsanitory and iiniiniulile . 
Many snpcrstîl'ionfl and fears eyisir.il 
whlcli did not help to make .si a 
ira.velling i>lensent. Even the v < li 
benefited liiil vei.\ little in Ihi.s n-- 
specl. Prof. .Xdalr tlua .shnweil n 
number uf tiio types of lio.it.s tli:ii 
were used in 'the ItSlli and 17ih.cvn- 
liir'es. lie (luoted a number of ex- 
periences of prpinintrnt people al sea 
to lllusliate ilie nondltioii.s wliirli must 
h.ivc oxi.stod. lie fliiislud up lij 
(jiuilliig the old saying— "He wlio 
does not know how to pray, let li'm 
go to the sea;"
